ſubrvert:d, and anew ſort of Tyranny, intro- 
duced unknown to all Birds living : Conſpira- 
cies invented on purpoſe by thoſe who hatched 
them: And to arm our Kingdom againſt it ſelf, 
at atime when it was well known all Attempts 
were imaginary and impracticable The Lives, 
Liberties and Fortunes of our Subjects, at the 
Mercy of infamous Birds, who foul their own 
Netts 3 cruclly expoſed every Day to Suborna- 
tion and Perjury, and every honelt Bird that 
whiſtles like our ſelves in a State of Proſcrip- 
tion. 


Theſe and many other Conſiderations of the 
higheſt Importance to the K epoſe and Security 
of our Subjects, exciting our Compaſſion, have 
engaged us to enter ſcriouſly into Our Self, to 
examine and conſult our Heart, what Sacrifice 
to make on our Patt, for the publick Peace, and 
conſider caxneſtly of lome method of reſtoring 
Tranquillity, e{pecially to thoſe fine Canary- 
Birds of whom we arc the Natural and 1.,2do1bt- 
g/l Father. 


To expreſs therefore, and ſignify in the 
moſt publick Manner, our ardentDeſire to com- 
poſe all preſent Differences, to avert all future 
Rvils, that no Blame may be now or hereafter 
imputed to us; but that whateverCalaimaty (hall 
happen, maybe only and ſolely chargeable upon 
the Obſtinacy or Ambition of others, we de- 
clare, that provided the Eagle will deliver qui- 
etly to us the Poſſeſſion of his Throne, (a molt 
reaſonable and modeſt Requeit) we will quictly 
take the Poſlcſhon of it, and make no I nquiſit- 
on for any Thing that is paſt. We will acknow- 
lelge him an Eagle as long as he lives, in, iting 
all other princely Birds to do the ſame ; we will 
Nve in Brotherly Amity with him, and contri- 
bute all our Engdgavours to cſtablith him, and 
his Family, in Proſperity and Royal Grandcur, 
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where an unconteſted Right will free him from 
the Crime and Reprgach of all Tyranny, and a 
quiet Conſcien ce ill make his Dignity fit eaſy 
on his Head; leaving at the ſame Time his Suc- 
ceſſion to our Dominions very ſecure, when- 
ever the Jure Divino Race of Owls arc extinct. 


In order to induce the Eagle to quit the Pol. 
ſeſſion of his Seat, let him compare a calm, un- 
diſturb'd Reign over a willing and obedient 
Flight of Birds, who arc his natural Subjects, 
to the Poſſeſſion ofa ſtrange Neſt ; where Au- 
thoricy forcing the Inclinations ↄf the Birds, 
can only be ſupported by Blood, Violence, and 
Ravine, eternally ſubject to Fears and Alarms, 
even when no Danger appears: Let him conſi- 
der alſo the Difference between a hx'd and ſolid 
Eſtabliſhment of Regal Power in himſeli, and 
the Roya! Race of Eagles deſcended from him 
with the frail and uncertain Seulementofa li- 
tle, which muſt and thall, Whilſt we have 
Breath, or any Owl of our Line as in being, be 
tor ever diſputed. Let him refle&, that St. Pe- 
ter's Net never fails {ſooner or later to catch all 
Oppreſling Birds, and to redreſs the innocent 
and injur'd Oncs. Inſtcad of adviſing with an 
imperious Council, as much Tyrants over him 
as our Subje&-Birds, (whtch is evident by their 
Vnmity to Our Cauſe) let him conſult his Rea- 
ſon, let him ask his-Conſcience, let him ex- 
amine his Intereſt and his Glory; nay, his very 
Ambition will adviſe him to deſcend from his 
lofty Perch, which, as I have ſaid, muſt be al- 
ways ſhaking, to mount another, which we Our 
Self will ſutfer to remain frm and ſecure.
